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Man gets 4 years 
for hiring women 
to strip on porch 
across the street 


“Twisted and sick plot’ ends 
with maximum sentence; 
man also faces child porn 
charges in separate case

The married couple felt afraid 
and captive in their own home for 
nearly four years. 

About 30 times each year, wom- 
en would show up on their front 
porch late at night or early in the 
morning. They would strip and 
then, seeking payment, would try 
to open the front door or ring the 
doorbell, waking the Elkhorn cou- 
ple’s two young children. 

It caused marital stress and af- 
fected their professional lives. 

The visits and the women’s 
actions were orchestrated by a 
neighbor across the street: Doug- 
las Goldsberry, who masturbated 
while watching from his kitchen. 

“It’s a really twisted and sick 
plot,” said Deputy Douglas County 
Attorney Chad Brown, adding that 
Goldsberry called it “a screening 
process.” 

“He derived pleasure out of how 
far he could control these women 
to see how far he could get them 
to go.” 

Goldsberry, 45, was sentenced 
to the same amount of time he ter- 
rorized the family — four years, 
the maximum penalty on his pan- 
dering charge. 

Under state guidelines that cut 
sentences in half, Goldsberry will 
serve less than two years, with 
credit for 177 days already served 
in jail. 

But he also faces other charges. 

The Douglas County Sheriff’s 
Office searched his electronic de- 
vices and found evidence of child 
pornography on his hard drives. 
Goldsberry has been indicted in 
federal court on one count of pos- 
session of child pornography and 
faces up to 20 years in prison if 
convicted of that charge. 

“I have concerns for the safety 
of women, taxpayers and every-

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Nonprofit is county fair’s latest lifeline 


Under proposed contract, Douglas County would pay 
foundation to run the struggling event through 2022

The Douglas County Board is 
considering contracting with a 
nonprofit organization to run the 
Douglas County Fair. 

A proposed agreement with the 


Friends of Extension & 4-H Doug- 
las/Sarpy Foundation is the latest 
effort to keep the struggling event 
alive. 

Under the proposed contract, 
the county would give the founda- 
tion $50,000 this year, and roughly 
$125,000 a year over the next five 


years. The money, a combined to- 
tal of $713,000, would come from 
hotel-motel tax revenue. 

The foundation would manage, 
promote and run the fair and two 
other annual events — the Doug- 
las County High School Cham- 
pions Challenge Rodeo and the 
Douglas County Fair Trail Chal- 
lenge — through 2022. 

The money would come from 
the county’s Visitor Improvement 


Fund, which is composed of local 
lodging tax revenues. The County 
Board has used that fund to sup- 
port the fair for many years, and 
stopped using property tax reve- 
nue for the fair in 2002. 

The County Board is expected to 
vote Tuesday on the proposed con- 
tract. 

It would be the third new ar-

Although Rivera entered the 
U.S. illegally, he can live and 
work here legally because of a 
little-known humanitarian-based 
immigration program called Tem- 
porary Protected Status, which is

Bergdahl spared from prison; Trump calls sentence ‘disgrace’ 


FORT BRAGG, N.C. (AP) — 
Army Sgt. Bowe Bergdahl, who 
walked away from his post in Af- 
ghanistan and triggered a search 
that left some of his comrades 
severely wounded, was spared 
a prison sentence by a military 
judge Friday in what President 
Donald Trump blasted as a “com- 
plete and total disgrace.” 

The judge gave no explanation 


of how he arrived at his decision, 
but he reviewed evidence that 
included the five years Bergdahl 
was held captive by the Tali- 
ban and the wounds suffered by 
soldiers who searched for him, 
including one who now uses a 
wheelchair and cannot speak. 
The case was politically divi- 
sive. President Barack Obama 
traded Taliban prisoners to bring 


Bergdahl back, drawing sharp 
Republican criticism. As a pres- 
idential candidate, Trump called 
for the soldier to face stiff pun- 
ishment. Bergdahl could have re- 
ceived up to life in prison. 

The judge also gave the 31-year- 
old a dishonorable discharge, re- 
duced his rank from sergeant to 
private and ordered him to forfeit 
pay equal to $1,000 per month for 


10 months. 

In court, Bergdahl appeared 
tense, grimaced and clenched his 
jaw. His attorneys put their arms 
around him, and one patted him 
on the back. One defense attorney 
cried after the sentence was an- 
nounced. 

Defense lawyer Eugene Fidell 
said Bergdahl “is grateful to ev-
